A cage was sent

loaded to th eir u tm ost capacity with 
miners. 
In the first aud second levels 
everything was found to be intact and, 
beyond being terribly frightened, th e 
men were safe. 
In tin' third level a terrible sight 
met th e eyes of th e rescuers. 
Scat­ 
tered 
about in 
th e w orkings 
they 
found the bodies of the men. suffo­ 
cated. their faces indicating the fight 
they had waged to reach pure air and 
safety. 
A fter six hours of work fifty-three 
bodies were brought to the surface, 
while nearly forty injured men were 
rem oved 
to 
hospitals. 
T he injured 
owe their miraculous escape to the 
fact th a t they were w orking at points 
w here they were practically protected, 
from th e rush of foul air.
